much difference in feeding value 
there is between the two parts 
of the alfalfa plant. 
H. J. Snider, assistant chief in 
soil experim ent fields, University 
of 111. College of Agricuture, re­ 
fers to a four and one-half ton 
crop of alfalfa that wfes made up 
of 4.800 pounds of stems 
and 
4,200 pounds of leaves. This crop 
of three cuttings contained a to­ 
tal of about 1,700 pounds of pro­ 
tein an acre for the season. This 
am ount of protein was distributed 
1,150 pounds in the leaves and 
only 550 rn the stems. A little 
over tw o-thirds of th** protein in 
this season’s harvest was in* the 
leaves which made up less than 
half the total crop. 
Snider pointed out th at 
the 
protein in alfalfa leaves has 
a« 
higher digestibilty than that in 
the stems which gives an addi­ 
tional advantage and value. 
He observed that the field p ro -1 
vided good clean hay relatively 
free from disease and insect in­ 
jury and all leaves were saved. 
Any uvjury to the leaves by in­ 
sect or diseases, or loss of leaves 
in harvesting, lowers the value 
of the hay as a feed. Results of 
the test emphasize for the user 
of alfalfa the urgency or conserv­ 
ing alfalfa leaves in order to save* 
protein.

City license laws — A recent 
article of this series dealt with 
the Illinois Law of 1872 exem pt­ 
ing from city license laws farm ­ 
ers selling 
their own produce. 
According 
to provisions in* the 
act itself, there are only tw o re­ 
strictions on such sales: (I) Sts. 
must not be obstructed, and 
(2) I 
soirituous liquors sold by farm ers j 
are subject to regulation and Ii- j 
cense. However, the 111. Suprem e 
Court added another restriction 
when it held that a city may en- J 
force a milk ordinance requiring 
a farm er to procure a license and 
subm it to inspection. The court 
said that cities have been given 
the 
power to 
protect public 
health and safety and th at “even 
if the law' of 1872 had provided 
specifically that he (the farm er) 
m ight unrestrainedly sell in cities 
the produce of his farm, includ­ 
ing milk, he has no vested right; 
not subject to be taken away i f i 
the pubic; health and safety re- ] 
quire.”

Questions

that milk ordinances apply

farmers because the public health 
is involved, it row appears set­ 
tled that other license laws and 
ordinances may also validly in­ 
clude farmers, if protetion of the- 


public health can reasonably be 
said to bo a purpose of the license 
law' or ordinance. 
The m arketing law of 1872 may 
be found in the III. Revised Sta­ 
tutes, C hapter 5, Section 91, and 
laws giving cities the right
